Tho de- 
votee oforSer discovers himself mated 
with, the embodiment, of oonfusiou. 
Tltt atidrier for elegance sees, when 
tho glamour of conrtship ,ha8 been re- 
moved, that he is joined to a dowdy. 

Marriago goes, to a pertain extant, 
by contrasts, if not by .contraries. 
Lsas even than a man does a womeu 
get thu husband shu painis to her 
liiney. Her connubial ideas are com- 
monly regulalcil by hor age and ex- 
pel ience. Tliem.iu she desires atsi.v;- 
tcen or seventeen would be a burden 
at twenty; and hor ideal at twenty 
might ptovo a bore at twenty-fivo. 
She beglda<im'th seutiineutalista, and 
ends with soberness; vanity impels 
her first, but sympathy holds her last. 
Wo aro all, when yonnf;, full of 
thoughts and theories about love and 
IfDOrriage,* and individual cxperionco 
is ever conlradicting what wc have 
learned. Marriage is as impenetra- 
ble as love. l''ew of us are jireparcd 
ior their disclosures. Wo inny love 
and marry again and again; but our 
ideal of lova er auufriaga is almost al- 
ways- wMly ttnlika tha thing itself.
